Scottish Reforms 
Lecture Topic 
Of Dr. S. Reid 



> 16th Century Events 
Topic of 3rd Lecture 
In History Series 

The reformation in Scotland and 
the career of Mary Queen of Scots 
were the topics of the third lec- 
ture in a series on Scottish history 
delivery by Dr. Reid of the History 
department, yesterday afternoon. 

The Reformation, stated Dr. Reid, 
gave rise to a conflict between two 
interesting perisonallties, Mary 
Stuart and John Knox. Both of 
these historic figures held mutually 
opposed ideas, the former a symbol 
of Catholicism and the latter the 
leader of the Protesthant movement 
in Scotland. 

Dr. Reid opened the lecture with 
a revision of the events of the 
sixteenth century, the periodjire- 
ceding the Reformation. At this 
time the one dominant ' class in 
Scotland was a group of Illiterate 
nobles who kept the country in a 
constant state of turmoil. The poli- 
tical situation was confusing, in 
1513 Scotland had been defeated in 
a war with England.' The heir to 
the throne was still a child and 
Margaret Tudor reigned until, in 
1928 James II took .control of the 
country. 

As regards the ecclesiastical situa- 
tion continued, Dr. Reid, the.grow-

'Canadian Orientals 
Unfairly Treated'* 
Says Sociologist 

"There arc two classes of citizen- 
ship In Canada," declared Dr. For- 
rest Laviolette In an address to the 
Montreal Women's Club yesterday 
afternoon at the Mount Royal 
Hotel. 

Dr. Laviolette of the McGill socio- 
logy department went on to ex- 
plain that the classes of citizenship 
were based on skin colour and dis- 
cussed the problem of the Chinese , 
and ; Japanese on the West .coaft. 
Canadian citizens of Oriental origin 
have not been allowed to vote for 
the last 50 years, and this inequality 
has resulted in new ones since thé 
outbreak of this war. "The Chinese 
have not been liable to military 
call-up because! ot';this^ second-rate 
citizenship, slnM-'aT tew of them 
have been able to. move Into the so- 
called better districts, some' of their 
white neighbours complain that 
they are staying home and making 
money instead of fighting overseas.

THE TORONTO VARSITY 

In time of peace or in time of war, the uni- 
versity Ehould be tlie centre of culturel life of 
the comiQunity, a ^ital force within a nation, 
not just an ivy-covered institution where gen- 
eration after generation of students passively 
accept traditional theories. It should teach its 
students to think and act, nob just fill their 
notebooks with undecipherable notes. It should 
not only be the training ground for the future 
leaders of the nation, but also form an essential 
part of the social structure of the nation itself, 
contributing not only scientific discoveries and 
academic research, but constructive and chal- 
lèiiging ideas. Nor ahotild ii be an ivory tower 
for the esoteric, but should fulfill a public func- 
tion. 

It is for this reason that the numerous lec- 
tures to which the general public are invited 
are such a valuable contribution to community 
life. This year at the University of Toronto, 
there have been some especially fine series 
delivered. Most notable among them is the 
course in Russian Hi^tor}' being delivered by 
thé eminent scholar. Sir Bernard Pares. The 
general public showed such a keen interest in 
this series that Sir Bernard wàs forced to com- 
mandeer Convocation Hall as a lecturè room 
^n order to provide sufficient accommodation. 
At the present time, there are also being de- 
livered a scries of lectures in Sociology, a group 
on Representative Writers and the Theme of 
Ljlierty, and a series dealing with ^linoritics 

These lectures are delivered not only by the 
most outstanding professors at our own univer 
sity, but also by notable scholars from many 
other colleges, both in Canada and abroad. 

Public lectures are a means of establishing 
^ closer bond between the university and the 
general public. In addition, they help to broad 
en the outiook of students who are enrolled iii 
very spéciàlized courses. Students are often 
héard to reinârk that they find their course 
iiiclinéd to bê too narrowing. If they find that 
this is the case, these public lectures are an 
excellent opportunity of having new avenues of 
thought opened up to them. 

In all thé countries of Eurotie vhich aire how 
or have been in the past tindér the Nazi yokè, 
the univèrsities were the first points of attack. 
If they were not coihplctely closed àown, their 
privileges were abrogated, and the students, the 
staff and the courses taught were placed under 
ihp most stringent supervision. The totalitarian 
powers realized that the university was a vital 
force in the emanation of thoiight in the com- 
tnunity; therefore, its voice was silenced. 

Let not the univprsitics of Canada forget 
their responsibility to the public at large! The 
«cholarff at the iitiiversities have freedom of 
access to knowledge, ànd it is their dtity to 
rommunicàtè it to others, for the betterment of 
our society.

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Ice Follies of 1945

Headlining a cavalcade of talented variety stars 
—old favorites and new faces— and with a wonder- 
land of beautiful girls with sophisticated- designs 
and haunting music serving as a background, the 
Ice FoUits of 1045 openéd in Montreal on Sunday 
night The show has warmth, humor, and a kind 
of a nostalgic "romantic" gayety, vitiich expertly 
molded provide dellgbtluliy rich and satisfying 
enterUinment. Briefly this sums up this ice spec- 
tacle at the Forum. 

In trying to choose the best performer of the 
show, this interviewer ran up against the prover- 
bial "brick wall". Yet a choice must be made, and 
I believe the laurels fall to that sophisticated de- 
bonair of the Ice. Roy ShipsUd, in his Cocktail Hour 
number. Coming out in tails, with top hat and cane, 
giving that one and only "Shipstad smooth silky 
skating" and 6 tall beautiful shaiwgirl* leaning on 
tremendous transparent cocktail glasses serving as 
a background, present both a novel idea and a great 
act. 

Ranking a close second to this number, is the 
direct contrast to this sophistication, mainly the 
mirth and madness supplied by the incomparable 
duo of Frick and Frack. It is difficult to describe 
their humour, but the maxim "seeing is believing" fits 
very appropriately. 

Bobby Blake (Uie Mickey Rooney on skates) puts 
in a marvellous performance, particularly in his solo 
Jive antics and cheek to cheek skating with Ruby 
Maxson in the "Swing Waltz" number at the "Cafe 
-de la Paix". 

No we haven't forgotten Uiose other perennial 
favourites, Heinle Brock, "the drunkard on skates", 
and Eddie Shipstad and Oscar Jolinson, featured 
this year in a number where a Southern Colonel 
takes out his lady. Both supply thé usual laughter. 
While on the subject of comedy, there is a ballroom 
burlesque, which opens as an adagio act, and is so 
authentic that the sympathetic "aws and gee's" from 
the crowd at the beginning of Uic act, really shows 
the versatility of tiie performers, Roberta Barton 
and Jack Millikan. The donkey act still goes over 
well With Ole Ericsen up fore aiid Dick Mershon at 
ift end. On the whole, the comedy is terrifie. 

As for the production numbers, all are in keep- 
ing with the trend of the show, simpler and more 
sedate, but this in no way impairs their quality. TTje 
two which stand uppermost in my mind arc the 
Donnybrook 'Fair and The Enchanted Forest, a 
Vroodland ballet. 

The former features shamrocks and colleens, fat 
little pigs, and an Irish Donkey, turning the Forum 
literally into an Irish Market. Phyllis Legg does her 
stilt skating, and Bobby Blake and Ruby Maxson 
do an Irish Jig on skates. Not to bë forgotten arc 
the five giant yegetabils whose enormous "human" 
iaces caught the crowd's fancy. 

The second brings in that ever delightful "Conti- 
Gloe'' lighting which transposes the rink into some- 
thing really enchanting and out of this world. The 
old thrill never wanes and istrong men coo as the 
Folliettes make like butterflies 'and nymphs, skitri- 
ming around, glowing as they go. The others are 
all close behind. A Concerto number where a piano 
is wheeled on the ice and excellently played by 
Walter Rudolph, supplies music for 8 Folliettes. The 
■Venetian Gondolas of the Moonlight Serenade, the 
elite bladtbirds popping out of a pie in Sing a Song 
of Slxpèn'c^''-m<i^t]ie^Riissian precision number, all 
add to the success of the show. 

In thé individual numbers, each performer did 
his work admirably. "Veteran" Evelyn Chandler, 
tops them all in her style and acrobatic speciality. 
In second place honors, are a host ot youthful beau- 
ties, ^11 possessing, the three V's, youthful vim, vigor, 
and plenty ot vitality. "Hiere's dainty Mae Ross, as 
a Vivacious Venetjan, cute little Jane Ziiséir, - ever 
smiling Ruby Maxion, ' the twin radiance of the 
Thomas Twins, and last but not least, that delightful 
little skater. Hazel Franklin. Bi^t. sincerely, it It 
difficult to find appropriate words to describe thèse 
girls. 

Crédit is due here to Helen Rose for the exquisite 
costumes, so evident throughout ttia show, and to tho 
musical director, Ernest Kratzingér, conducting Ihe 

orchestra in numbers from the Warsaw Concerto 
to "Bçal Me. Daddy, Eight To The Bar.'; 

Indeed, it Is quite difficult tq (^escribe a show 
wiUiout losing some of its value. But this we can 
say, without the slightest hesitation: it is a show ot 
high merits, and should be placed on thé "must see" 
entertainment list this week.

FILM SOCIETY 

VAST SPIRITUAL DEPRESSION 
The Editor, McGill Dally. 

Sir,— On Thursday night the Film 
Society presented a film purporting 
to show the advance of tho Ameri- 
can Negro in the last 75 years. 
Stressing the material developments 
it gave no indication of the vast 
spiritual depression whiph keeps 
people still In the year 1880. 

It is a pity that this film was 
shown without comment, although 
the fulsome phrases of the Negro 
preacher made It rather obvious 
that It was a propaganda vehicle 
designed by interested parties in 
the U.S.A. to encourage the Ameri 
can Negro to do his duty by his 
country in time ot war. 

The various misréprèsentàtions an4 
omissions are doubtless understood 
In the U.S.A. But to Canadians who 
arc still relatively free from most 
of the trifling concerns which 
handicap the action ot democracy' 
in the U.S., it would be well to 
point out that the progress of tiie 
Negro should not be judged solely 
by the number ot Negro doctors, 
singers, businessmen, apartment 
houses, clinics, universities and the 
like. There are countries where 
Negros without most of the advan- 
tages ot their American brothers 
arc in much happier circumstances. 

And so with due respects to the 
good Intentions of the Film Society, 
I would like to suggest that .'future 
flUns about the Negroes present their 
feelings and aspirations not quite 
so strongly from the white man's 
point of view.

Sir,— Following your suggestion 
contained 'in last Thursday's Edi 
torial on the "Negro," I went to see 
the film shown by the Film Society 
at Moyse Hall, entitled, "We H^ve 
Come a Long Way." Never before 
in my life have I witnessed such a 
shocking demonstration ot what 
was supposed to be a history of 
Negro progress. Apart from the ab< 
sence ot any pretence at good pro 
duction technique, the film is not 
even a subtle attempt to show up 
the Negro in thé way that white 
people have been taught to regard 
him— the silly, ugly, foolish, reli' 
gious worm, who should' be thank' 
fui for small mercies in our strong- 
hold of 'Democracv."

after the last war as sufficient 
proof for the need of an interna- 
tional police force. They maintain- 
ed that there' ire tiound to 'be 
trouble shooters who need taming, 
and staled that the presence of an 
armed disciplinary body is the only 
way of doing this. Many expressed 
the hope that the arms could be 
done away with after a reasonable 
period of readjustment, and also 
declared that, even . at first, only 
the smallest possible policing force 
should' be established. 

Those who opposed this propo- 
sition argued lor the- most' part 
along two lines. They stated that it 
is .an Irrefutable maxim that peace 
cannot be maintained through fear, 
The presence of an 'armed force 
inevitably produces distrust and 
feeling of insecurity which can only 
lead to international friction. They 
also felt, that it would be Impossible 
to have cooperation within such an 
organization. Either it would be 
completely dominated by two or 
thrceVfirckt powers, or it would fall 
to have any energetic force within 
it to goad it into. .action.. in .which 
case it would be'just as impotent 
as an unarmed League. It was held, 
ton, that the cchcmc is not feasible, 
because no nation in the final 
analysis Is willing Id give up hei 
sovereignty to an' international or 
ganizatlon, which .might act con 
trary to her own ■ particular inte- 
rests. 

As Ross Bablon, president of the

Ing corruption of the church which 
owned halt of .the land in ScoUand 
made for continual, conflict, with 
the nobles, with' a. background of 
heresy which had begun with the 
teachings of John Wycliffe. 

The earlier part of the Reform- 
ation was essentially Lutheran) con 
tinued Dr. Reid, The teachings of 
De Latour strengthened the mouv- 
ement until It became necessary 'to 
execute laws which would prohibit 
the importation of Lutheran lite 
rature and the suppression of Pro 
testantism - within Scotland. Thé 
death 'of Patrick Hamilton, who was 
burned as a heretic, resulted In 
considerable spread of Lutheran 
ism. Henry VII recognized Scotland 
as a possible ally but James wax 
opposed to all such plans and sent 
military expedition to England, 
which resulted in a tremendous 
Scottish defeat. James' death gave 
rise to a controversy as to who was 
to rule the country. 

Meanwhile George Wishert. a na- 
tive of Switzerland, began to'preach 
in Dundee andj^aine|into contact 
with John Knox.'^'Wishert was ar 
rested for his teachings and. in 
March of 154S he was burned at 
stake by Cardinal Beaten. The foi 
lowing May. Cardinal Beaten, while 
staying at the castle of St. Andrevv, 
was attacked and stabbed to death 
by a group of Protestants headed 
by Norman Leslie. The castle was 
beseiged, the garrison eventually 
surrendered. 1 and' the rebels werç 
sent to France. Knox was made 
galley slavç, imprisoned In France, 
escaped, and within a year, was 
back in England. In 1549, the 
Catholic church was obliged to hold 
reform councils as a result of .the 
trowing strength of Pr^lestanlsm, 

Mary of Lorrain* liàd béèn acting 
as regènt for her daughler, who 
was living at the time in France. 
In 1S58, the heir to the throne mar 
ried Francis II of France and on 
the death of Mary of Lorraine 
Scotland, found herself under the 
rule of a French queen. In 1660 a 
treaty was signed whereby England 
and France "washed their haiids en- 
tirely" of all Scottish affairs. Par- 
liament abolished the church of 
Rome and the Protestant ' leaders 
presented a confession of the faith. 
The plans'for education drawn up 
by Knox were the most reformatory, 
measures in education up to. the 
twentieth century. 

In concusion. Dr. Reid slated that 
Mary's reign in Scotland .was brief 
due to continual conflict, with her 
subjects, a majority of whom were 
now Protestant. Upon her death, the 
religious conflict in Scotland grad- 
ually subsided and out of this .scene 
came the first Scottish movement 
of a national character which even 
tually resulted in an alliance bé 
tween England and Scbtland,
